SAIGON, Jan. 9 — American combat casualties in Viet- 
nam last week were the lowest in 11 weeks, reflecting the 
continuing lull in the ground war and the three-day New 
Year’s truce declared by the enemy. South Vietnamese 
■and enemy casualties also were considerably less than the 
week before; 

The U.S. casualties — 101 killed and 599 wounded — we re- 
tire lowest since the week of Oct. 13-19 last year, when 
100 were killed and 589 were wounded. 

Total American combat casualties since Jan. 1, 1961, 
now stand at 30,644 killed, 192,926 wounded and 1238 miss- 
ing or captured. In the same period, the U.S. Command 
said, at least 431,736 of the enemy have been killed. 

In the 7% months since preliminary peace talks opened 
in Paris, 7693 Americans, 9020 South Vietnamese military 
and 83,180 Vietcong and North Vietnamese were reported ! 
killed.
